Friends, dothit make manifeſt 
ro you one evil one day? be faithful to its manifeſtati- 
on, &ceaſefrom tMtrevil,& then it will teach you to 
deny an other, andan other evil after that; for, to 
Tir-2:11 that end the Grace of God appeareth, until all un- 
godlineſsand worldly luſts be denyed, and teaches to
